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The persistency and earnestness 
with which Free Trade attorneys 
assail the tariff on foreign wools 
has an especial significance when 
contemplated in connection with 
the systematic tactics of the Cob- 
den Club, whose avowed object is 
to bring all other nations under 
tribute to English manufacturers 
and commerce. So evident has 
been the determination to force 
wool upon the free list, since the 
President sounded the keynote in 
his December message, that there 
seemed good ground for the asser- 
tion frequently made during the 
pendency of the Mills bill in the 
House, that sufficient concessions 
would be made in other schedules 
to insure passage of the free wool 
clause. And as itis a notorious fact 
that sundry concessions were 
made, the necessary votes secured, 
and the free wool clause remains 
in the bill, it may be well to recall 
a scrap of history of Free Trade 
tactics as engineered by the arch 
free-trader himself, and to note 
how closely his followers adhere 
to his teachings. 

In 1859 Cobden went to France 
to induce Napdieon III. and his 
cabinet to adopt Free Trade, or, 
failing that, to modify the French 
tariff so as to admit free the pro- 
ducts of British mines and facto- 
ries. In his diary (Morley’s Life of 
Richard Cobden, p. 475), referring 
to his interview with Napoleon, he 
says: 

“I spoke of the opportunities of 
the present moment fer making a 
simultaneous change in the French 
and Englieh tariffs. Louis Napo- 
leon said he had a majority of his 
Chambers quite opposed *to Free 
Trade, and that they would not 
pass a decided measure; that by 
the Censtitution he could alter 
the tariff by a degree. He then in- 
quired what I should advise him 
to do in regard to the French tar- 
iff. Isaid I should attack one ar- 
ticle of great and universal neces- 
sity, as I had done in England when 
I confined ajl my efforts tothe ab- 
olition of the Corn Laws, knowing 
that when that def de voute [Key- 
stone of the Arch] was removed 
the whole system would fall. In 
France the great primary want 
was cheap iron, * * and I should 

: begin by abolishing the duty on 
iron and coal, and then I should be 
in better condition for appreach- 
ing the other industries.”

Deas Stxr:—I desire to express to you 
and through you to the enterprising ag- 
riculturists of the Silver State, my ap- 
preciation of your excellent display of 
frait, grains, vegetables and grasses 
made at our Exposition, The fruit, 
chiefly apples, was superior in size, 
beanty and flavor, being wholly free 
from worms or insects of any kind. 
The fact thut it was grown wholly by 
irrigation gave it an added beanty in our 
eyes. The apples stood up well in this 
trying climate without help from cold 
storage. Some of your varieties. were 
the finest bere; in the number of varie- 
ties exhibited, your display was surpassed 
only by that from Arkansas, while in 
the quality it was first-class thronughont 
as for a frait display, it was wholly un- 
expected, and a surprise to us ail. 
Your vegetables, especially the potatoes, 
were remarkable for their size, uniform- 
ity of shape, and compactness of texture. 
The flavor and generyl table qualities I 
did not test personally. I was particn- 
larly interested in your fine specimens 
of ‘‘snowflake,*’ a superior variety origi- 
nated by an old friend and neighbor in 
Vermont, and I very much regret that I 
did not sample their quality, as they 
were superior ip appexrance to any I 
ever saw among the Green Mountains 
—-another instance of race improvement 
by emigration. Of your grain I was 
chiefly attracted by your wheat and oats; 
the plumpuess, bardness and weight of 
the grain commanded immediate ation- 
tion. Your wheat was especially note- 
worthy; the indicated yieid of 60 bushels 
per acre and 68 pounds to the bushel 
was quite beyond my idea of wheat 
crops. The average yield in this coun- 


try is about 14 bushels, and of Great 


Britain about 29 bushels per acre, but 
you exhibited wheat with a record of 60 
bushels per acre. Surely your young 
commonwealth has something to be 
proud of besides her mountains and 
mines, and I shall watch with interest 
the agricaltural development of your 
State, ete.
